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LLOYD GEORGE PLAYS POLITICS. 


Ll r d George’s demand that Great Brit­ 
ain take the initiative in bringing about in­ 
tervention by Great Britain and America 
in the Ruhr situation will not bring pleas­ 
ure to many of the former premier’s admir­ 
ers in this country. 
It cannot but arouse 
the suspicion that Lloyd George is playing 
politics— and playing politics with an af­ 
fair too grave to be subjected to such treat­ 
ment. 
If anything is plain, it is plain that this 
is not the time for the move proposed by 
Lloyd George. 
For months and years the 
opportunity for intervention existed. Lloyd 
George, then the head of the British gov­ 
ernment, did not neglect the opportunity. 
He did everything that lay in his power to 
arrange the situation between France and 
Germany and prevent what has now occur­ 
red. 
Unfortunately his task was an impos­ 
sible one. 
Success could be attained only 
with the help of the United States and the 
United States refused to lift a finger or 
utter a word. 
At last Fiance acted. 
If, 
having refused for years to intervene, the 
United States should intervene now and 
wreck the French program— the inevitable 
effect of intervention— France 
would be 
entirely justified in regarding it as a hos­ 
tile act and she would undoubtedly so re­ 
gard it. 
Hence Lloyd George should count us out 
of his plan. 
The only people in this coun­ 
try who will support his scheme are those 
who want intervention now because they 
see that it would help Germany. 
As for 
Great Britain, she is not prohibited by her 
records, as we are by our, from entering 
the Ruhr situation, but if she does enter it 
now, she will 
accomplish 
nothing except 
earn the undying enmity of the French, 
-^’he plain truth of the matter is that inter­ 
vention, either by Great Britain alone or by 
Great Britain 
and 
the 
United 
States, 
should be considered seriously only in case 
the French let it be known that they would 
welcome such a move. 
It is to be feared that Lloyd George, in 
urging action now regardless of the senti­ 
ment and wishes of France, is more con­ 
cerned with promoting his own political 
fortunes than with promoting the peace of 
the world. 


THE FARMERS’ TARIFF COST. 
The western members of the farm bloc 
in congress were most of them protection­ 
ists. They supported the Fordney-McCum- 
ber tariff bill and 
their 
constituents ex­ 
pected great things of it. 
Now that the 
tariff has been with us a while, the west­ 
ern farmers do not seem to be so charmed 
with it. 
There have been many signs of a 
growing coldness towards it on their part. 
One of the most recent is the report of the 
department of research of the American 
Farm Bureau which places the farmers’ net 
loss through the workings of the tariff at 
5300,000,000. 
This net loss represents the 
difference between the schedules supposed 
to be favorable to the farmer, a few of 
which probably do help him somewhat, and 
the schedules unfavorable to the farmer. 
Ihe effect of the latter outweighs that of 
:he former, according to this report, to the 
extent of $300,000,000. 
The western farmers helped to put over 
he tariff, the great outstanding “achieve- 
nent” of the republican party since its re­ 
urn to power.

I INDUSTRIAL OPTIMISM WARRANTED. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 
Railroad 
executives 
are 
probably in 
closer touch with industrial conditions than 
any other class of business representatives, 
not excepting the bankers. 
At any rate it 
is exceedingly encouraging to receive, as 
the emphatic and unanimous opinion of 
the prominent railroad men who have been 
in Kansas City for several days past, that 
the outlook for the 
immediate 
future is 
“prosperity, bumper crops and increased 
business.” 
The pessimistic note in comments on in­ 
dustrial and economic prospects was drop­ 
ped some time ago, but the optimistic tone 
has not been so pronounced during the past 
four or five years as now. 
The president of one road calls atten­ 
tion to the fact that his road has planned 
to expend $20,000,000 in new equipment 
during the present year. 
The same story 
of expanded facilities is being told through­ 
out the railroad circles and it is one which 
the country has been longing to hear told. 
Railroads do not buy new equipment 
without ample reason, based upon neces­ 
sity, and the necessity 
has 
not 
been so 
acute for the past few years as was to be 
desired. 
An official survey of the building situa­ 
tion adds a further note of optimism. 
A 
record spring building boom has definitely 
begun, according to reports from all parts 
of the country. It is significant, incidental­ 
ly, that apartment houses lead in the vol­ 
ume of expenditures 
for 
new buildings. 
This may or may not be an entirely satisfac­ 
tory feature of the situation from a socio­ 
logical standpoint, but that issue is not be­ 
ing debated here, Dwellings are second in 
volume of operations and business build­ 
ings are a close third. 
These two “readings of the barometer” 
are verified by those in other branches of 
business and the official advent of spring, 
now only a few days distant, will herald 
the arrival of conditions very closely ap­ 
proximating for long-awaited “return to 
normalcy.”

organization of the women into the 
Kamelia was a step toward bringing 
together white women over the age 
of 18 years who are of the 'Protest­ 
ant faith, to “uplifted ideals of Amer­ 
ican 
citizenship.” 
Altogether

“The proclamation” touched briefly :
